It is curions to note how many names 
of things or actions In ose In the English 
language owe their origin to the names 
of individuals first inventing or using tbe 
things, or to the actions of individuals 
whose names ave been made the basis 
of new words. 

The word "pamphlet," for instance, js 
derived from the name of that Grecian 
lady, Pamphils, who wrote numerous ep- 
itumes of bistory. The "Sandwieh” took 
its name from the ear! bearing that title’ 
who introduced thst article of rood in the 
time of George Ill; in s similar way 
“negus” wss called after Colonel Negus. 
A good many foreign words were intro- 
duced Into the language in the same way. 
The guillotine, es an instrument of eze- 
cution, waa named after its inventor, 
Joseph Ignace Gaillotin; galvanism, after 
Dr. Galvani, of Bologna; mesmerism per- 
petuates the name of Dr. Mesmer. The 
first form of photography, daguerrotype, 
was named after its inventor, Lools J. 
M. Daguerre, the French scene. painter, 
while the oldest method of executing a 
cheap portrait—silhonette—was called 
after Exienne Silhouette. 

In this country tbat aseful protection 
against the weather—mackintoshb— was 
named after Charles Mackintosh, of Giss- 
gow, who discovered a water proof var 
nish; macadam as a mode of pavement 
was called after its inventor, Jobn Me- 
Adam. More recently, to “bowdlerice” 
or expurgatea book fn editing it, comes 
from Thomas Bowdler; while to. “gran- 
gerize," or make additions to it or auto- 
graphs, prints, ete, by way of illustra- 
tion, came from the practice of the Rev. 
J. Granger.—Cessier'a Journal.

A THOUSAND DEAD AND WOUNDED. 


The City Hospital is full of wounded 
and the morgue contains a great num- 
berof dead. A rough estimate would 
place the number of killed and wounded 
at one thousand.

Companies lost every wire out of the 
city, which is in total darkness. 

THE STORM DESCRIBED. 

Tbe storm broke out about 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon, after a most oppressively 
hot day, and the rain began to fall. It 
soon developed into a fierce thunder- 
storm, with the wind from the east. 

A little later the wind bad gained a 
velocity of eighty miles an hour, driving 
the rain before it and tearing loose signs 
cornices, chimneys and everything in 
its way. Many buildings of every de- 
scription were demoliebed and others 
‘set on fire by lightning and crossed 
wires. 

The Gre department responded to 

fourteen alarms. The streets were full 
of peoplé going bome from work and a 
panic engued as soon ss the storm broke, 
men were picked up and burled against 
the buildlogs, horses and carriages were 
sent flying here;and there, and falling 
wires full of tbe deadly finid added to 
the horror of the scene. 
, Suddenly the wind veered around to 
the weet and completed the destruction. 
It is asserted by some of those who have 
traverséd the downtown part of the city 
that there are but few buildings in St. 
Louis tat have not soffered in some 
way from the storm. 

Tonight the streets are in complete 
darkness and trayel in every tirection is 
dangerous. because of fallen live wires 
and debris lying everywhere. 

. Other Western Storms. 

Des Moisnes, Ia. May 25.—A heavy wind 
and rain storm prevalle! over Central 
lows la. night and uow information 
cOlnes that the severe blow turned into 
s cycloné near Valeria and Bondurant. 
Nearly all telegraph wires are down, ren- 
dering Confirmation of this rumor im- 
possible at this writing. 

The étorm struck bard at Bondurant. 
It is reported that 24 persons were kill- 
ed there and that 24 were killed at Va- 
leria. 

THE IOWA FIVER ON A RAMPAGE. 


Marshalltown, Is, May 25.—A cloud- 
burst, yesterday, caused Linn creek, 
which flows through thia city, to rise in 
an hoor from » mere rivolet to a river 
balf a mile wide. The Chicago & North- 
western railroad and two bridges near 
Lamoillé were seriously damaged. The 
flood destroyed crops and drowned ;con- 
siderable live stock, A Leavy bail ac- 
companied the rain. All the railroad 
yards in. this city are submerged and 
dwellings on the lowlgnds are flooded to 
depth of three feet. The Iowa river is 
on the biggest rampage for 15 years. 

GREAT DAMAGE IN CHICAGO. 

Chicago, TIL, May 25.—A storm of un- 
usual beverity struck Chicago at 2.15 
o'clock this morning. Basements in the 
down-town districts were flooded and 
considérable damage was done. Daring 
the space of 10 minutes nearly an inch of 
waterfell. The storm was accompanied 
by terrific thunder and lightning. The
